lease Isaacs, their theory boing that 
bis sentence has served the pur)>ose 
for which it w*us given.

Isaacs guilty of a statutory offense 
and gave him a workhouse sentence.

Sloan, has obtained a divorce from 
his first wife. Myrtle 
Lingentelder, 
who eloped w ith Tsaaes while he was 
a boarder at their home in Indiana­ 
polis.

Gov. Marshall and is released from 
the work house, his attorneys will file 
suit for divorce from Mrs. Isaacs No. 
I, Lola Isaacs, who says she isa char­ 
ity worker in Columbus. Ohio. Then 
Isaacs will go to 
the 
marriage li­ 
cense clerk in Indianapolis and get 
a license to marry Mrs. Lingenfelder. 
who passed as Mrs. I s a a c s for al­ 
most ten years.

Charles A. Brazee, postmaster, has 
received word from the postoffice de­ 
partment 
at Washington that 
the 
Rushville office has been allowed fifty 
dollars to hire a vehicle for delivering 
packages sent by parcels post. 
“It is realized this amount may be 
sufficient,” says the letter to tile post­ 
master, “and whatever contracts are 
made must Im* only temporary. 
In 
addition 
to this 
postmasters are 
authorized to employ as many tem­ 
porary and auxiliary clerks 
and 
carriers at the rate of thirty cents 
an hour as the volume of business 
makes necessary.” 
“Use your own judgment as to tile 
type of the vehicle to I m* ti-ed in the 
new service,” says the postmaster- 
general. 
“IL you desire, 
make a 
monthly allowance to any of your 
carriers who will provide 
Iii" 
own 
equipment. 
“When the system has been iii op­ 
eration for fifteen days, that is on 
January 16, you will >ubmit a report 
showing the volume of parcel post 
business; 
the additional 
cost 
for 
fifteen days, together with an out­ 
line of the plan adopted for handing 
the new business. Reports are need­ 
ed to submit to ct ngress on January 
25 to obtain an appropriation for the 
rest of the fiscal year, ending June 
30. 1913.” 
Congress appropriated only $7»>0,- 
000, tile letter says, for the purpose 
of parcels post to supplement exist­ 
ing appropriations. 
Three hundred 
thousand dollars of tin* supplemen­ 
tary appropriation was for horse and 
vehicle hire. This sum is apportion­ 
ed among the sixteen hundred free 
delivery offices in the I nited States on 
the b a s i s ,,f the business they t r a n s ­ 
act. 
Postmaster 
Era zee 
received 
a 
blank along with the order to lie used 
in reposing tin- additional cost of 
handling parcels post packages. File 
postmaster general can not estimate \ 
the probable cost of parcels post to 
the department without fir>t having 
data on which to base his estimates. 
This report will he in addition to one 
required concerning the weight 
and 
number of pieces of parcels post 
packages, and the amount of postage 
used in carrying them, which has 
been mentioned before. 
One thing patrons of the postoffice 
are most likely to forget, says Post­ 
master Brazee, is that those who live 
in Rushville and receive their mail 
either at the office or of a city letter 
carrier can not mail matter by par­ 
cels post except at the postoffice. P a­ 
tro n s living on tho rural route can 
send stuff by parcels p o d without 
coming to the postoffice. They can 
mail an article by parcels post to 
any person on the same route they 
are on and it will be carried direct 
without being brought to tile post­ 
office. This is done with any class of 
mail, however. 
Postmaster Brazee l^is not decided 
what method of delivering parcels 


OOSt packages in the city will be 
adopted. 
Neither does he know 
whether any extra clerk hire will be 
needed.

The note states 
that the British government now as­ 
sumes that th se two clauses do not 
apply to or effect British ships. 
In regard to arbitration it is stated 
that th* British government has taken

wei 'I.t 
hold that the act of congress 
in qu« -ti< n does not infringe the trea­ 
ty ol.'igaiions of the United State-, 
and th* n f ire it is declared the Brit­ 
ish gov* run ent is perfectly willing to 
submit the question to arbitration if 
the U nited States prefers. 
This sig- 
niiicant sentence is added, how ever: 
“ \ reference to arbitration would he 
render* d unnecessary if the govern­ 
ment < f the United States should he 
prepared to take such steps as would 
remove th* objections to the act which 
his maj< sty's overnment has stated." 
Thou: I rn ither the president nor 
secretary of -tate have ever made any 
declaration as to whether the United 
Stabs wi ald be willing to submit the 
controversy over canal tolls to arbi­ 
tration. it bas been generally assumed 
that this government would refuse to 
arbitrate the dispute with Great Brit­ 
ain. 
Sir Edw ard Grey, in the note pre­ 
sented to Mr. Knox, hastens to deny 
that the British government is at­ 
tempting to deny the right of the 
United States to grant subsidies to 
its shiiq ing int r«sts and thus deprive 
it of th* sn ire rights enjoyed by other 
nations and which will send subsi­

canal. 
Tl,< not.’ concludes with the state­ 
ment that Hr at Britain appreciates 
the emotion with which the opening of 
the canal is looked forward to by c’iti­ 
tans of the United States, and that it 
is only with the greatest reluctance 
that it has felt compelled to raise 
these objections to the act of congress 
regarding tolls. 
The objections, it is 
declared, have been confined within 
the narrowest possible limits, and 
Great Britain recognizes, it is stated 
in the fullest manner, the right of the 
United Stat* 
to control the canal. 
Ambassador Bryce presented this 
document to Secretary Knox at his 
residence and it is expected that the 
next rt< ; will be the presentation of 
the ca-e of the United States in a note 
from Secretary Knox to Ambassador 
Bryce.

HC quick ascendancy of Bulga­ 
ria into the society of powerful 
nations is the third evolution 
which bas elevated the Bulgurs 
from among the oppressed and the low­ 
ly ma.sr es. Twice before Bulgaria has 
existed as a free and independent na 
lion, and each time she has known 
the glories of worldwide influence, 
in 
the past lier territory was far greater 
than tile present Bulgaria and perhaps 
greater than will be the new Bulgaria 
recreated from the tum bling ruins of 
the Ottoman empire. 
Bulgarian traditions extend to A. D. 
CTO. when a tribe called Bulgarians ap 
pea red from the direction cf the Dan­ 
ube. under tile leadership of Asparuch 
They were not Slavs, and history has 
not determ ined if they were Uraniums. 
Finnish. T artars or Turks. 
But these Bulgarians who settled 
south of tile Danube were a powerful 
trilie, and their desire to conquer was 
hacked by a strong system of state or­ 
ganization. Asparuch knew bow to or­ 
ganize ids forces into a government, 
and it was under him th a t the first 
semblance 
of government 
appeared 
among the Bulgarians. 
His people be 
came m ilitary and accustomed to dis 
eipline and to leadership. 
Those fac­ 
tors were absent from the Balkan Sin 
conic tribes and were necessary for the 
single tribal, territorial and political 
whole found in the Bulgarians under 
Asparuch. 
This state organization was effected 
on the ruins of numerous tribes which 
had lived In the Balkan peninsula for 
generations. 
H istory says the Slavs 
reached and settled th at country first 
In Hie third century and that even 
then they found the ruins of towns and 
roads left by the Romans. 
But those 
early occupants of tile territory left no 
descendants, and the first traditions of 
the land really sprang from the Bulga­ 
rians under Asparuch. 


Adoption of Christianity. 
Ai: epoch in the early career of the 
Bulgar* was m arked when they and 
tile Slavs, in tilt- reign of Borts, adopt 
oil Christianity in 864. This faitli was 
adopted for purely political reasons. 
and it had a great influence Internally 
and externally. 
Internally it brought about a close 
union between the Bulgurs and the 
Slav*, and by means of a common lit­ 
eratim - it placed on an equality the 
habits, custom s and language of both.

and down nearly to the Bos!torus. 
Following the adoption o f C hristian­ 
ity there is no mention in historical 
records o f tribal of racial division be 
tween tho invaders and tin' conquer­ 
ors. 
The conquerors contented them 
selves Wittl establishing a great Bul­ 
garian Mute, and they adopted tile 
language of a mixed m ass of people 
and assim ilated the races. 
Simeon the G reat, son of Boris, is* 
atm o tie first c a r of Bulgaria, and 
wit ii him occurs the first mention of 
such a title. 
At the same time the 
first Bulgarian archbishop w as evented 
a pa friar* Ii. and tiler** history records 
th** division between and cooperation 
of tile state and chord!. 
These titles, 
however, were not recognized by the 
Byzantine empire, then tin* greatest 
o-a the earth, until tin* reign of Peter, 
son of Simoon. 


Arrogant In Success. 
During P eter’s reign the Bulgarians 
prosjiered. but there was a w eakness 
in its external affairs. 
It fatted to 
make allies. 
It Itecame arrogant in 
its success, and in tile succeeding 
reign of Boris II. it antagonized the 
Byzantine empire, ami tile Greek gen­ 
eral, John Tsymicb. took to C onstant

Bulgaria a t that tim e lacked farsee­ 
ing statesm en. 
She became a selfish 
[lower within herself and against ail 
others. 
There was com petition for 
em olum ent w ithin herself, and the By­ 
zantines did not find great difficulty in 
destroying this disorganized state. 
In the year 1018 the Em peror Basil 
of Byzantium , known as “Slayer of the 
Bulgarians,” put an end to Bulgarian 
existence, particularly in the west, to­ 
w ard tile Adriatic. 
This w ar continu­ 
ed for tw enty-eight years, and t lien for 
107 years Bulgaria and the Bulgarians 
remained under the rule of the Byzan­ 
tines. 
W eakness Develops. 
Byzantium, however, was weak in 
herself. 
She did not continue in a po­ 
sition to cope with dangerous and diffi­ 
cult problems since her own rulers 
were not firmly fixed upon their seats 
and because of internal jealousies and 
dissensions. 
Here it was said th at 
graft weakened tile Byzantines, je st as 
it is said to have made their succes­ 
sors. the Turks, weak in the present 
w ar with the Balkan allies. 
Boliars Asea and Peter, descendants 
of the first czars of Bulgaria, made a 
successful revolution in Tirnovo in th© 
early p art of tile tw elfth century, ob­ 
tained independence of the Bulgars 
and proclaimed the second Bulgarian 
empire. 
Asen I. and his successors, notably 
Asen II., greater increased the powers 
and territory of the second Bulgaria, 
waging 
victorious 
w ars 
w ith 
the 
Greeks and the crusaders and extend­ 
ing the boundaries of the em pire still 
more widely than in the tim e of Boris 
II. 
They annexed Moesia, Thraela, 
Macedonia and Albania as far as Du- 
razzo. w idth is now Hie Adriatic port 
af contention between the Servians and 
the Austrians. 
But the secoiM Bulgarian em pire was 
as weak is the first in lacking any 
definite r a t e policy. 
Apparently its 
leaders were fighting for aggrandize­ 
ment w ithout knowing why. 
They 
formed lib alliances. 
There w as no 
higher inspiration than rehabilitation 
and reveo te which prompted their w ar­ 
like moves. 
Therefore it w as in the 
position o t being strong and aggressive 
w hen the throne w as held by a strong 
and aggressive czar and weak and in­ 
effectual when tile ruler was incapable. 


E ngaged In Many Wars. 


The unstable Internal condition of 
the country was aggravated by the 
many waiN and expeditions which were 
carried cfi w ithout definite purpose. 
These w etkered it and prepared it for 
catastrophe. 
These facts led to the 
establishment 
of a 
strong 
Servian 
kingdom, wh ch made its capital at 
Vskub. ii r ie l the Servian Czar Dou 
shan, in ti e first half of the fourteenth 
century. 
This division of power made 
It easy f**' the Turks to conquer Bul­ 
garia and ’afer the whole Balkan pen- 
insula. 
Bulgaria then disappeared as an in­ 
dependent jation for five centuries un­ 
til the dor.ilia Hon of the Turkish em ­ 
pire was 'woken down bv the efforts 
of Hie B u*dans and the Roumanians. 
Then tile Berlin treaty gave Bulgaria 
practical 
Iberty. and in 11)08 Ferdi­ 
nand declared the absolute independ­ 
ence of tim Bulgarians and proclaimed 
himself o a r . 
Until then he had been 
a prince. 
The title czar Is clearly 
traced t h r nigh I.SOO y e a rs from Cae­ 
sar. One form of it is kaiser. 
For Deafly 400 years the Bulgarians 
have been preparing for the w ar with 
Turkey,

Washington, Dec. IO.—That it will 
recommend the incorporation of clear­ 
ing house associations and probably 
governmental regulation of these insti­ 
tutions, the money trust committee of 
the house indicated pretty clearly in 
the course of its hearing. 
Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for the committee, 
repeatedly asked witnesses if any ob­ 
jection could be made to the compul­ 
sory incorporation of these powerful 
banking agencies, and the replies he 
receded 
from 
well-known 
bankers 
from Baltimore, Pittsburg and Phila­ 
delphia were not unfavorable to the 
idea. 
Also the committee’s counsel fre­ 
quently questioned witnesses in regard 
to the advisability of {jutting a limi­ 
tation on some powders of the clearing 
houses, notably the power to discon­ 
tinue clearances for weak banks and 
thus practically drive them out of bus­ 
iness. 
The form of this limitation as 
suggested by counsel for the commit­ 
tee was the requirement of final ap­ 
proval by state banking authorities In 
the case of state banks and trust com­ 
panies and of the comptroller of the 
currency 
in 
the case 
of 
national 
banks. 
The answers given by wit­ 
nesses to these questions were for the 
most part opposed to all attempts at 
government regulation or supervision. 
The most interesting disclosures re­ 
lated to the Pittsburg Clearing House 
association. 
It was shown that the 
association had not only adopted a 
rule regarding the business affairs of 
members and non-members of the 
Pittsburg association, but also had co­ 
operated with clearing houses in five 
other cities to enforce the same rides 
on the hanks in those industrial cen­ 
ters. 
These rules included a uniform 
commission on out-of-town drafts and 
collections, and also the power to fix 
the rate of interest to he paid by the 
members and non-member banks that 
cleared through the institutions having 
direct affiliations with the clearing 
house. 
The cities besides Pittsburg which 
are involved in this concerted clearing 
bouse movement, are Cincinnati. lo u ­ 
isville, 
Cleveland. 
Indianapolis and 
Columbus. The intimation plainly con­ 
veyed b f questions asked by the com­ 
mittee's counsel was that the co-oper­ 
ation among these six cities within a 
somewhat limited area was for the 
purpose of strengthening the hold of 
each individual clearing house on the 
banking facilities of each city by fore­ 
closing the possibility of customers in 
one city doing their hanking business 
with institutions in a nearby city. The 
disclosure of this concerted movement 
was the nearest suggestion that the 
committee bas yet obtained of a so­ 
called “money trust.”

recommend that Gov. Marshall re- 
lease Isaacs, their theory being that 
his sentence,-, has served the purpose 
for which it'was given. 


Isaacs was arrested oil the charge 


of bigamy several months ago. In 
Indianapolis police 
court it was 


shown that Isaacs had 
left 
Lola 


Isaacs, his first wife, eleven years ago 
and that he had lived a number of 
years with Myrtle Lingenfelder and 
had had four children as a result of 
the first union. The court 
found 


Isaacs guilty of a statutory offense 
and gave him a workhouse sentence. 


Since Isaacs has been in the work 


house, William Lingenfelder. who 
married Barbara Brown here as Ed 
Sloan, has obtained a divorce from 
liis first wife, Myrtle Lingenfelder, 
who eloped with Isaacs while he was 
a boarder at their home in Indiana- 
polis.

Packages Under New Law 


At Postofflce. 


Charles A. Frazee, postmaster, has 


received word from the postoffice de- 
partment 
at Washington that the 


Rushville office has been allowed fifty 
dollars to hire a vehicle for delivering 
packages sent by parcels post. 


"It is realized this amount may be 


sufficient," says the letter to the post- 
master, "and whatever contracts are 
made must be only temporary. 
In 


addition 
to this 
postmasters are 


authorized to employ as many tem- 
porary and auxiliary clerks and 
carriers at the rate of thirty cents 
an hour as the volume of business 
makes necessary." 


"Use your1 own judgment as to the' 


type of "the vehicle to be used in the 
new service," says the postmaster- 
general. 
"If you desire, 
make a 


monthly allowance to any of your 
carriers who will provide his own 
equipment. 


"When the system has been in op- 


eration for fifteen days,.that is on 
January 16, you will submit a report,, 
showing the volume of 
parcel post 


business; 
the additional cost 
for 


fifteen days, together with an out- 
line of the plan adopted for handing 
the new business. Reports are.need- 
ed to submit to congress on January 
25 to obtain an appropriation for the 
rest of the fiscal year, ending June 
30, 1913." 
| 


Congress appropriated only $730,- 


000, the letter says, for the purpose 
of parcels post to supplement exist- 
ing appropriations. Throe 
hundred 


thousand dollars of the supplemen- 
tary appropriation was for horse and 
vehicle hire. This sum is apportion- 
ed among the sixteen hundred free 
delivery officesin theUnitcd States on 
the basis of the business they trans- 
act. 


Postmaster 
Prazee 
received a 


blank along -with the order to be used 
in reporting the additional cost of 
handling parcels post packages. The 
postmaster general can not estimate 
the probable cost of parcels post to 
the department without first having 
data on which to base his estimates. 
This report will be in addition to one 
required concerning the weight 
and 


number of pieces of parcels 
post 


packages, and the amount of postage 
used in carrying them, which 
has 


been mentioned before. 


One thing patrons of the postoffice 


are most likely to forget, says Post- 
master Frazee, is that those who live 
in Rushville and receive their mail 
either at the office or of a city letter 
carrier can not mail matter by par- 
cels post except at the postoffiee. Pa- 
trons living on the rural route can 
send stuff by parcels post without 
coming to the postoffice. 
They can 


mail an article by parcels post to 
any person on the same route they 
are on and it will be carried direct 
without being brought to the post- 
office. This is done with any class of 
mail, however. 


Postmaster Frazee tyis not decided 


what method of delivering parcels 
oost packages in the city will be 
adopted.

I Thrice Risen From the 


Oppressed and the 


Lowly Masses. 


T 


HE quick ascendancy of Bulga- 


ria into the society of powerful 
nations is the third evolution 
which has elevated the Bulgars 


from among the oppressed and the low- 
ly massr.es. Twice before Bulgaria has 
existed as a free and independent na- 
tion, and each time she has known 
the glories of worldwide influence. In 
the past her territory was far greater 
than the present Bulgaria and perhaps 
greater than will be the new Bulgaria 
recreated from the tumbling ruins of 
the Ottoman empire. 


Bulgarian traditions extend to A. D. 


679, when a tribe called Bulgarians r.p 
peared from the direction of the Dan- 
ube, under the leadership of Asparuch. 
They were not Slavs, and history has 
not determined if they were Uraftans. 
Finnish, Tartars or Turks. 


But these Bulgarians who settled 


south of the Danube were a powerful 
tribe, and. their desire to conquer wns 
backed by a strong system of state or- 
ganization. Asparuch knew how to or- 
ganize bis forces into a government. 
and it was under him that the first 
semblance of government appeared 
among the Bulgarians. His people be 
came military and accustomed to dis- 
cipline and to leadership. Those fac- 
tors were absent from the Balkan Sla- 
vonic tribes and were necessary for the 
single tribal, territorial and political 
whole found in the Bulgarians under 
Asparuch. 


This state organization was effected 


on the ruins of numerous tribes which 
had lived in the Balkan peninsula for 
generations. 
History says the Slavs 


reached and settled that country first 
In the third centr.ry and that even 
then they found the niins of towns and 
roads left by the Romans. But those 
early occupants of the territory left no 
descendants, and the first traditions of 
the land really sprang from the Bulga- 
rians under Asparuch. 


Adoption of Christianity. 


An epoch in the early career of the 


Bulgars was marked when they and 
the Slavs, in the reign of P.oris. adopt 
ed Christianity in 864. This faith wns 
adopted for purely political reasons, 
and it had a great influence internally 
and externally. 


Internally it brought about a close 


union between the Bulgars and the 
Slavs, and by means of a common lit- 
erature it placed on an equality the 
habits, customs and language of both. 
Externally Bulgaria appears as an 
empire in the congress of nations. On 
the geographicel maps of that day 
Bulgaria is shown as an empire ex- 
tending across the Balkan peninsula 
and down nearly to the Bos|>orus. 


Following the adoption of Christian- 


ity there is no mention in historical 
records of tribal ot racial division be- 
tween the invaders and the conquer- 
ors. 
The conquerors contented them- 


selves witii establishing n srent Bul- 
garian state, and they adopted the 
language of a mixed mass <if people 
and assimilated the races. 


Simeon 1lie Great, son of Boris, lie- 


cnuie the tirst czar of Bulgaria, and 
with him occurs the first mention of 
such a title. 
At the same time the 


first Bulgarian archbishop wns created 
a patriarch, and there history records 
the division between and co-operation 
of the state and church. These titles. 
however, were not recognized by the 
Byzantine empire, then the greatest 
oa the earth, until the reign of Peter, 
son of Simeon. 


Arrogant In Success. 


.During Peter's reign the Bulgarians 


prospered, but there was a weakness 
In its external affairs. 
It failed to 


make allies. 
It became arrogant in 


its success, and1 in the succeeding 
reign of Boris II. it antagonized the 
Byzantine empire, and the Greek gen- 
eral, John Tsymlch. took to Constanti-

nople the crowu of the enemy of the 
'Byzantines. Boris II.. and deprived 
Damian. the Bulgarian patriarch, of 
his see. 


Bulgaria at that time lacked farsee- 
ng statesmen. She became a selfish 
power within herself and against ail 
others. 
There was competition for 


emolument within herself, and the By- 
zantines did not find great difficulty in 
destroying this disorganized state. 


In the year 1018 the Emperor Basil 


of Byzantium, known as "Slayer of the 
Bulgarians," put an end to Bulgarian 
existence, particularly in the west, to- 
ward the Adriatic. This war continu- 
ed for twenty-eight years, and then for 
107 years Bulgaria and the Bulgarians 
remained under the rule of the Byzan- 
tines. 


Weakness Develops. 


Byzantium, however, was weak In 


herself. She did not continue lu a po- 
sition to cope with dangerous and diffi- 
cult problems since her own rulers 
were not firmly fixed upon their seats 
and because- of internal jealousies and 
dissensions. 
Here it was said that 


jraft weakened the Byzantines, jrst as 
it is said to have made their succes- 
sors, the Turks, weak in the present 
war with the Balkan allies. 


Boliars Asen and Peter, descendant* 


of the first czars of Bulgaria, made a 
successful revolution in Tirnovo in the 
early part of the twelfth century, ob- 
tained independence of the Bulgars 
and proclaimed the second Bulgarian 
empire. 


Asen I. and his successors, notably 


Asen II., greatly increased the powers 
and territory of the second Bulgaria. 
waging victorious 
wars with 
the 


reeks and the crusaders and extend- 


ing the boundaries of the empire still 
more widely than in the time of Boris 
II. 
They annexed Moesia, Thracia. 


Macedonia and Albania as far as Du- 
razzo. whish Is now the Adriatic port 
Df contention between the Servians and 
the Austrians. 


But the vecoiM Bulgarian empire was 


as weak is the first in lacking any 
definite s-ate policy. 
Apparently its 


lenders w«-re fighting for aggrandize- 
ment wit-tout knowing why. They 
formed lit) al'iances. There was no 
higher inspiration than rehabilitation 
and revenge which prompted their war- 
like move*. Therefore it was in the 
position oS betag strong and aggressive 
when the throne was held by a strong 
and aggrffjsivtf czar and weak and in- 
effectual when the ruler was incapable. 


Engaged In Many Wars. 


The unstable internal condition of 


the country was aggravated by the 
many waiN and expeditions which were 
carried ofl without definite purpose. 
These we:-Uef.>ed it and prepared it for 
catastrophe. 
These facts led to the 


establishment of a strong 
Servian 


kingdom, -.vlr.ch made its capital at 
Uskub. uiMe) the Servian Czar Dou- 
shan, in tl-e flrst half of the fourteenth 
century. ?his division of power made 
it easy fo'- the Turks to conquer Bul- 
garia and ':iter the whole Balkan pen- 
insula. 


Bulgaria then disappeared as an in- 


dependent -jatiou for five centuries un- 
til the domination of the Turkish em- 
pire was 'n'oken down by the efforts 
of the Russians and the Roumanians. 
Then the 3erlin treaty gave Bulgaria 
practical -'iberty. and in 1903 Ferdi- 
nand deelved the absolute independ- 
ence of tb?) Bulgarians and proclaimed 
himself ci.ir. Until then he had been 
a prince. 
The title czar is clearly 


traced thrnigh l.SOO years from Cae- 
sar. One form of it is kaiser.

STRUCK A PROMISING LEAD 


When the Pujo Committee Disclosed 


the Fact That Concerted Co-Opera- 
tion Exists Between Clearing Houses 
at Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis and Colum- 
bus, Its Members Began to Perk Up. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—That it will 


recommend the incorporation of clear- 
ing house associations and probably 
governmental regulation of these insti- 
tutions, the money trust committee of 
the house indicated pretty clearly in 
the course of its hearing. 
Samuel 


Untermyer, counsel for the committee, 
repeatedly asked witnesses if any ob- 
jection could be made to the compul- 
sory incorporation of these powerful 
banking agencies, and the replies he 
received 
from 
well-known 
bankers 


from Baltimore, Pittsburg and Phila- 
delphia were not unfavorable to the 
idea. 


Also the committee's counsel fre- 


quently (mestloned witnesses in regard 
to the advisability of putting a limi- 
tation on some powers of the clearing 
houses, notably the power to discon- 
tinue clearances for weak banks and 
thus practically drive them out of bus- 
iness. The form of this limitation as 
suggested by counsel for the commit- 
tee was the requirement of final ap- 
proval by state banking authorities in 
the case of state banks and trust com- 
panies and of the comptroller of the 
currency in the case of national 
banks. 
The answers given by wit- 


nesses to these questions were for the 
most part opposed to all attempts at 
government regulation or supervision. 


The most interesting disclosures re- 


lated to the Pittsburg Clearing House 
association. 
It was shown that the 


association had not only adopted a 
rule regarding the business affairs of 
members and non-members of the 
Pittsburg association, but also had co- 
operated with clearing houses in five 
other cities to enforce the same rules 
on the banks in those industrial cen- 
ters. These rules included a uniform 
commission on out-of-town drafts and 
collections, and also the power to fix 
the rate of interest to be paid by the 
members and non-member banks that 
cleared through the institutions having 
direct affiliations with the clearing 
house. 


The cities besides Pittsburg which 


are involved in this concerted clearing 
house movement, are Cincinnati, Lou- 
isville, Cleveland. Indianapolis and 
Columbus. The intimation plainly con- 
veyed by questions asked by the com- 
mittee's counsel was that the co-oper- 
ation among these six cities within a 
somewhat limited area was for the 
purpose of strengthening the hold of 
each individual clearing house on the 
banking facilities of each city by fore- 
closing the possibility of customers in 
one city doing their banking business 
with institutions in a nearby city. The 
disclosure of this concerted movement 
was the nearest suggestion that the 
committee has yet obtained of a so- 
called "money trust."

Introduced Her As Wife. 


According to the story, Palmer call- 


ed for Mrs. Rapke at Newark last Fri- 
day and the two started out, leaving 
word that they were to meet Mrs. 
Palmer and make a trip with her. 
They appeared that evening at New- 
ton, where they spent the night, and 
on Saturday they came to Swarts 
Wood Lake, where they went to the 
home of 
1 John Emmons. Palmer, who 


Tcnew Emmons, introduced Mrs. Rapke 
as his wife and they remained there 
for the night. 


The builder and the widow left the 


Emmons 'home Monday morning. They 
appeared in high good humor. Noth- 
ing was heard from1 the couple from 
that time until their bodies were found 
in the cottage. There was not a sign 
of the slifihtest struggle anywhere. 
One revolver had been used and in 
both cases it had been held up against 
the llesh. 
Another revolver was in 


Palmer's pocket.

Winchester, nul.. uec. 30.—The case 


of the state against Charles and Rus- 
kin Tansel. charged with second de- 
gree murder, is in progress in the 
Randolph circuit court here. They are 
charged with killing Robert N. Krofft 
of Greencastle, in this city, Oct. 5.

Krofft, it 
is alleged, had Tansel on the ground 
and was administering a severe beat- 
ing, when the boy. with a pocketknife, 
it is alleged, severed the muscles of 
Krofft's right arm. 
He then stabbed 


him three timesfln the back, according 
to the prosecution. A long knife blade 
was imbedded in his spine. 
Krofft 


died three days later and it is charged 
the knife wounds were the cause of 
his death.
